Cfoss3 f 60, subclass- hoWever/is defined as "Plural gaps: This subclass is 
indented under subclass 119: Subject matter including ['detailed structure of plural gap 
transducers." 

It is not clear how this classification relates to Invention I 



Moreover, class 360, subclass 235.4 is defined as "Air bearing surface detail: This 
subclass is indented under subclass 234.3. Subject matter including specifics of the 
configuration of a disk confronting slider that generates an air bearing." 
It is not clear that this definition is required by Invention DL 
For at least these reasons, the Restriction Requirement is asserted to be in error.
